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My sculptures are made from scrap steel, vdiich I forge, cut and fabricate 
to create new forms vdiich reflect only a slight reference to the identity 
of the steel as it was found. I use these found shapes however, as starting 
points, or centers of focus for a particular idea or group of ideas that 
to me, the shapes represent or suggest. Each individual sculpture becomes 
a visual interpretation of a distinctr group of closely associated ideas. 

In addition, my work carries my emotional response to these ideas, as well 
as the expressive representation of events in my life viiich served as a 
personal catalyst for my understanding and awareness of these dynamics;.
